States arc still sufficiently numerous to have-wrought 
in recent years a damage of $20.000,000 annually to 


live-stock seems rather surprising. However, Ihe annual Joss 
from this sour.-e is being winced through the. efforts of hunt- 
ers and trappers sent out by the Biological Survey for the ex- 
press object of eliminating the pests. Xalurally the major part 
of the loss is sustained -by the. ranchers of the Far West. 


It. appears that the kill of coyotes, wolves, lynxes and moun- 


tain lions depends not so much on the numbers of these animals 
as on the industry of individuals. Urn: wolf in Wyoming is cred- 
ited wilh the slaughter of $25,000 worth of cattle in seven years. 
Though the animal was hunted and there was a high price on
